U. S. SHIPPED TONS 


TO EIR OFF INDIA 


Washington, May 22.—Now 
that 
the government has completed its war 
time shipments to India "f silver 
from melted dollars, D irector of the 
Mint Baker has disclosed how thorn 
ands of tons of the metal were hauled 
from the Philadelphia mint to San 
Francisco in special trains guarded 
by armed men without loss of an 
ounce and without general knowledge 
of the procedure. 
Eighteen of these treasure trains 
made the trip across the continent in 
the 12 months ended last April 23, 
with the silver like big bricks piled 
high in each of the five express ears 
composing a special train. 
Two men 
with automatic pistols at their hips 
and sawed off shot guns on their laps, 
sat in each car, and later guarded 
the secret transfer 
of 
the 
white 
bars from train to ship at San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Each silver brick weighed about 
62 pounds ami was worth $1000 ani 
ach train carried between $5,000,000 
am | $10,000,000 of the bricks. Guard­ 
ed shipments of silver dollars also 
w’ere made from the United States 
treasury in#Washington and from the 
New Orleans sub treasury of Phila­ 
delphia. 
These dollars traveled in 
stout bags of 1000 each and were han­ 
ded much like bags of sugar, except 
that armed men always 
were nor. 
More than 265.000,000 silver dollars 
were melted and shipped to India dur­ 
ing the year, to meet urgent war de­ 
mands for coinage.

(tv. 1-4). 
The Lord commanded Jonah to go to 
Nineveh, a great and wicked city, and 
there “preach the preaching*’ that he 
bade him. 
Jonah’s runaw ay experi­ 
ence (see chapters I, 2) was such that 
he was willing to obey God. 
His 
chastisem ent wa* severe, but by God’s 
grace he was now ready to execute the 
commission. 
“Jonah arose and went 
unto Nineveh according to the word 
of the Lord” (v. 3). 
Ko great was the 
city of Nineveh that it required three 
days to compass it; that is, to visit its 
very centers of activity. 
Jonah, com­ 
ing from Palestine, doubtless entered 
the city from the south, and during 
an entire day going from center to cen­ 
ter cried, "Yet forty days and Nineveh 
■hail ba overthrow n’* (v. 4). 
Since 
the king’s palace seems to have been 
in the south part of the city Jonah’s 
message soon found Its way to him. If 
every preacher would preach what God 
bids him there would be more cities 
fum ing to God. 
2. Believing God (v. 5). 
They not only believed God would 
visit Judgment upon them, but believed 
in God, and put their tru st in him for 
m ercy and salvation. 
8. Repented ( vt. 5-9). 
Their penitence w as shown in (I) 
proclaiming a fast and patting on sack­ 
cloth (w . 5-7). 
These m arks of hu­ 
miliation were shown by all, from the 
king on his throne to the most humble 
man. 
(2) Cried mightily to God (▼. 
8). 
In the midst of their humiliation 
they cried with intensity to God. (3) 
Turned from their evil ways (v. 8). 
The final test of penitence Is turning 
from sin; It Is hating sin badly enough 
to quit I t 
4. Accepted by God (v. IO). 
When 
the Ninevites turned from their evils 
God refrained from executing doom 
upon them. It averted Judgment. God 
la unchangeable. Ills holy nature Is 
unalterably opposed to sin. When men 
repent from their sins his w rath Is 
turned aside. 
This la w hat is meant 
by Clod repenting. 
II. The 
Neceaeity 
of 
Repentance 
(Luke 13:15). 
Repentance la necessary on the part 
of all, since all are sinners. 
“The 
wages of sin is death” (Rom. 6:23). 
While Ood is unalterably opposed to 
sin he is infinitely gracious. 
His holy 
nature compels him to cause Judgment 
to fall upon those who will not turn 
from their sins to serve him. 
Re­ 
pentance la not merely a m atter of 
privilege, bot of absolute necessity if 
one would escape the w rath of God. 
Repentance la the only door of escape 
from perdition. 
It is not a question of 
bow great a sinner one is that de­ 
term ines the need for repentance, since 
Ood cannot look upon e v il: “For thou 
a rt of purer eyes than to behold evil, 
and canst not look upon 
iniquity” 
(Hah. 1-18). No one can ever see him 
In peace unless he turns from his sins. 
God commands men to repent (Acts 
17:80). 
III. Th# Blessed Results of Repen­

L Remission of sins. 
Remit means 
to send away. 
The one who repents 
la rid forever of his sins, for he is a 
new man in Christ. 
2. G ift of the Holy Spirit.

Early Painting Proves That Thousands 
of Centuries Ago Humanity 
Walked on Four Feet. 


FORCING GROWTH OF PLANTS 


The, Paris Figaro gives an account 
of a recent rem arkable discovery of 
paintings in a 
pre-bistoric cave of 
Kouth France. In particular, a sketch 
has been found of a man who went 
on all fours and possessed a tall. The 
account runs, In p a rt: 
Count Begouen and his sons dis­ 
covered on the walls of the subterra­ 
nean galleries some engravings esti­ 
mated to be 30,000 years old, and In 
I such quantity and variety that the ex­ 
traordinary ensemble of pre-bistoric 
art work constitutes a veritable mu- 
I scum. 
J 
“ rile anim als figured in the cave are 
j considerable in number, and include 
reindeers, bisons, horses, both Isolated j 
and in groups; bears, elephants and 
rhinosceroses. The representation of 
felines are very rare in prehistoric 
art, but MM. Begouen have photo­ 
graphed In their cave a genuine lion, 
executed in bas-relief. They have made 
out, 
also, 
several 
birds, 
including 
-w ans and ducks, a t well as three 
predatory night flyers. 
"The human figure Is likewise repro- 
tented In the cave, which, in recogni­ 
tion of the sons cf Count Begouen, has 
been baptized ‘the Cave of the Three 
B rothers.’ A silhouette is particularly 
rem arkable, alm ost baffling. It repre­ 
sents a man in motion-—a man of pow­ 
erful body, whose head and shoulders 
are Joined by an enormous neck; a 
man whose upper and lower limbs 
and whose hands and feet are perfect­ 
ly human, but whose vertebral column 
Is prolonged in an exterior appendage 
resembling th at of the anthropoids-—a 
man at last, ‘who walks on four feet V ** 


Intelligence of Man Is Enabling Him 
to Become Master af Nature and 
th# Seasons. 


By degrees man is becoming mas­ 
ter of the seasons. 
Light and elec­ 
tricity are being pressed Into ills serv­ 
ice, and he can already force on plant 
growth so rapidly that he can beat 
j the ordinary process of N ature by 
many weeks. 
One method is to treat seed, be­ 
fore planting It, with small doses of 
I high-tension electricity. In 1910 a trial 
was made of this method near Burn- 
ham-on-Crouch, 
In 
Essex, 
England. 
I Spring wheat Is usually sown In March 
j or April. On this occasion the wheat 
of which the seed had been treated 
i by 
this special process, was not sown 
until July 19. 
It was up in five days, 
and on September 16 was in ear. 
It 
was reaped 12 weeks from the time it 
was sown, whereas the ordinary time 
for wheat to m ature in th at country 
Is 18 weeks. 
Another method of forcing crops is 
to nm a current of electricity through 
overhead wires, 
In this way the yield 
of oats and beans has been nearly dou­ 
bled. 
Experim ents tried last year ut j 
»>» 
Llncluden Mains farm in D um fries­ 
shire, were practically successful. 
A 
third method Is to use artificial light, 
either electric or, better still, acety­ 
lene. 
Plants are thus made to grow 
by night as well as by day. Cabbages 
and lettuce are easily forced in this 
way, but other plants such as carrots 
seem to resent i t Flowers bloom ear­ 
lier under artificial light, and are more 
brilliant.

HONOR MARTYRS OF NIPPON 


Japanese Catholics Have Set Aside 
February 5 a* the Holiest Day 
In Their Calendar. 


LOATH TO GIVE UP ARMOR 


Nobles Wore It as Gala Costume Long 
After It Was of Any Value 
as Protection. 


The Catholics of Japan have set 
Bride February 5 as the festival of 
the m artyrs of Nippon. 
This day is 
their holiest day of the year. 
St. 
Francis X avier introduced C hristianity 
to Japan early In the sixteenth cen­ 
tury , but it has not made much prog­ 
ress among the population of 70.000.000 
people, who follow Shinto and Buddha. 
There are about 115,000 C hristians in 
Japan, of whom 75,000 are Catholics 
and 40,000 Protestants. 
A num ber of Jesuit missionaries fol­ 
lowed S t Francis to the east, and no 
opposition to C hristianity was encoun­ 
tered until 40 years after the pioneer’s 
death. 
Then a rigid persecution was 
begun and thousands of Christians 
were m urdered. 
AII Christian rites 
were forbidden. 
Japanese converts 
banded together In a confraternity of 
m artyrs, for the purpose of dying for 
Christ. Many little children Joined the 
organization. All, or as many as were 
caught, were put to death. 
Noblemen 
as welt as the poor shared the same 
fnte. 
Some were burled alive and left 
to die of starvation, while others w ere 
beheaded. 
The festival of Nippon 
comm emorates these m artyrs’ deaths. 


Until the sixteenth century arm or de 
veloped In a logical w ay; its form s 
were governed by the necessities of 
war, changes in it were the result of 
practical experience and actual experi­ 
ment on the battlefield—not decided 
upon in the office of the m inister of 
war. 
A fter the sixteenth century it be­ 
came fantastic and meaningless, a gala 
costume rath er than a h arn ess; the 
greatest captains opposed its use, but 
the nobles clong to it as a mark of 
distinction. 
A fter it was made bulletproof it be­ 
came so enormously heavy th at at the 
end of the sixteenth century Lanone 
complained th at gentlemen of thirty 
were already deformed by the weight 
of their armor. 
In spite of the huge arm ors of Henry 
VHI, of Anthony of Burgundy and of 
some others, the average size of the 
modern man is greater than that of the 
soldier of the middle ages and the re­ 
naissance, if we can Judge from the 
arm ors preserved in the museums of 
England and the Continent, which are, 
with few exceptions, small and nar­ 
row, especially In the leg and thigh 
pieces.

AN EXPLANATION OF 
THE AMENDMENTS 


There are four amendments to the 
State Constitution to be voted on on 
the 24th of May. 
These are all im- 
porant measures and are submitted to 
a referendum vote of the people in re­ 
sponse to popular demand. 
They are 
plain and simple business propositions. 
House Joint Resolution No. 1. 
This is to amend Section 20, Article 
XVI of our State Constitution and is 
what is known as the State-wide Pro­ 
hibition amendment. 
Its object is to 
prohibit the manufacture and sale in 
Texas of all intoxicating liquors, ex­ 
cept for sacramental, medicinal, scien­ 
tific and mechanical purposes. 
This 
question has been under discussion be­ 
fore the people for more than ten years 
and they understand 
it 
thoroughly. 
They have at last put John Barleycorn 
to the block and the axe is in their 
hands and it is for them to say whether 


they will grant him a pardon or finish 
the job at once. 
If you favor the de­ 
struction of liquor power in our State, 
vote for the amendment. 
Senate Joint Resolution No. 7. 
Proposes to amend Section 2, Arti­ 
cle VT of the Constitution, relating to 
suffrage. 
Section 2 as it now stands, 
provides among other things that males 
only shall vote and, “that every male 
person of foreign birth who at any time 
before an election shall have declared 
his intention to become a citizen of the 
United States and shall have resided in 
the state otic year and in the county 
six months, shall bt1 deemed a qualified 
voter.” 
The proposed amendment has two 
purposes: (I) To permit women, upon 
payment of a poll tax, to vote upon 
equal terms with men. 
We need not 
stop to argue the right of women to 
vote. She has been a patient tax pay­ 
er ever since our Government was es­ 
tablished and in every national crisis 


she has answered her country’s call. 
Our great President, Woodrow Wilson, 
our United States Senators, Charles A. 
Culberson and Morris Sheppard, 
and 
many of the states of the union have 
declared for women suffrage. 
(2). 
It proposes to take away the 
ballot from aliens and non-citizens who 
at present arq permitted 
to vote 
in 
Texas. Is it not singular that our State 
should have a constitution which per­ 
mits a Mexican bandit and a subject of 
the Kaiser who cannot speak our langu­ 
age and neither understands 
nor re­ 
spects our Government, to vote in every 
election, and yet refuses the ballot to 
our mothers, sisters and wives? 
This 
provision was put in the constitution 
nearly fifty years ago for the purpose 
of inviting immigration, upon the belief 
that those who came would become citi­ 
zens and give their full allegiance to our 
state. 
But when a great crisis came, 
upon the declaration of war, we dis­ 
covered that there were thousands in 


our state, who had been choosing our 
officers and making our laws by their 
votes and yet were all under bonds of 
allegiance to the government of our 
enemy. Is it not unsafe for us to trust 
the destiny of our State to those who 
are not willing to trust their citizenship 
to us? 
If you favor full American citi­ 
zenship for all voters, 
vote 
for this 
amendment. 
Senate Joint Resolution No. 13. 
To amend Section 5, Article IV of the 
Constitution. 
This relates to the Gov­ 
ernor’s salary. 
At present he is paid 
Four Thousand Dollars and this amend­ 
ment increases his compensation 
to 
Ten Thousand Dollars a year. 
If you 
think Four Thousand is enough for our 
great state to pay its Governor, vote 
against this amendment. If you believe 
Ten Thousand is not too much, vote for 
it. 
House Joint Resolution No. 19. 
Proposes to amend Section 50, Article 
III so as to permit the State to lend its 


credit to heads of families at a low rate 
of interest for the puri>ose of buying a 
home of not exceeding 
two 
hundred 
acres. 
It is modeled after the Federal 
Farm Loan Bank, act of congress which 
is now in successful operation. 
Okla­ 
homa has had a similar provision for 
ten years which is very popular, lf you 
think it would be safe for Texas to give 
tIlls aid to its citizens, vote 
for the 
amendment. On the other hand, if you 
do not believe it would be wise, vote 
against it. 
It will thus be seen that all of these 
amendments are simple and easily un­ 
derstood and those who are busy tell­ 
ing the people that they are complica­ 
ted and confusing 
have an “ax 
to 
grind.” 
They are the emissaries 
of 
John Barleycorn and their object is to 
get you to vote against the prohibi­ 
tion and suffrage amendments. 
If old 
John Barleycorn can defeat these he 
will be in the saddle again in Texas for 
a good long ride.
